Special Program for New 
York's Benefit-to Start at 


1 a.m. on Sunday 


When Marc Antony besought his 
friends and countrymen to “lend 
their ears,” he established a prece- 
dent which KHJ will use as its 
brief tonight, or rather tomorrow 
morning, when it asks radi@land to 
lend not only its ears, but two of 
its usual sleeping hours. However, 
the loan will be secured by chat- 
tels in the form of gilt-edge enter- 
tainment—-paid back 100 per cent 
with interest. 

‘Which is the prelude to an an- 
nouncement that KHJ is to give a 
two-hour concert beginning at 1 
a.m. Sunday morning when most 
Pacific Coast listeners are usually 
in bed, to say nothing of those who 
do their sleeping by mountain, 
central and eastern time. 

An experimental laboratory in 
New York City wired KHJ Thurs- 
day, asking if a special concert 
could be arranged for 1 to 3 a.m. 
Sunday. Wide publicity has been 
given the novel plan in the East 
and last night KHJ planted the 
seed of desire in the minds of 
listeners-in by announcing the con- 
cert, and will do so again tonight. 

It bespeaks the exceptional! spirit 
of co-operation on the part of 
artists when they will consent to 
give a radio program during the 
wee sma’ hours, but KHJ will give 
a special concert which will be 
worth anyone's time. It will be 
broadcast on 400 meters, and will 
include artistic contributions by 
Mary Newkirk Bower, lyric 
prano; Frank J.. Steiner, ‘cellist, 
and Henri J. Van Praag, violinist, 
both of the Artists’ Ensemble of 
Pasadena; Jack Regan, saxophone 
soloist, formerly with the famous 
Six Brown Brothers: Nina Ghirar- 
delli, pianist; George H. Martin, 
Jr., cornet soloist; Sam Hines, 
monologist and member of the 
Community Players of Pasadena, in 
humorous recitations, and other 
singers and instrumentalists. 

Special permission has been 
given by Maj. J. F. Dillon, radio 
inspector of the sixth district, for 
this concert, whith will be given 
without intermission. It is be- 
lieved that during these two hours 
KHJ will be the only broadcast 
station in the United States on the 
air. Beginning at 1 a.m. means 
2 o'clock in Denver, 3 in Chicago, 
and 4 in New York City.

In a telegram to Secretary of the 
Navy Denby, Congressman Osborne 
declared that the removal of the 
base almost would deserve e 
characterization of an act of bad 
faith.”’ 

The telegram follows:

I earnestly join in the protest 
wired you by the Councfl of the 
city of Los Angeles against the 
proposed removal of submarine 
base from Los Angeles Harbor. Los 
Angeles city from the beginning 
of the World War has permitted 
to be maintained at its own ex- 
pense on property of very great 
value a submarine base. The city 
has provided for a permanent 
base on property of a value of 
several millions of dollars. Vari- 
ous naval commissions and boards 
including the Helma Commission 
after extended investigations have 
reported unformly in favor of fixing 
the submarine base at Los Angeles 
Harbor as best for the service. This 
has encouraged Los Angeles city 
to add greatly to its costa and 
expenses for maintenance of the 
submarine base and to forego many 
commercial advantaged it might 
otherwise have enjoyed. At this 
late date and after such conces- 
sions on the part of Los Angeles 
city and after long occupation of 
a free site by the government, re- 
moval of the Submarine Base would 
almost. deserve the characteriza- 
tion of an act of bad faith to- 
ward Los Angeles city. It further 
tends to discredit_a belief in the 
continuity and consistency of 
naval policy. As representative in
